Turkish Fleet Missing. 


London, March 4.—The Turk- 


ish fleet assigned to give battle 
to the Anglo-French warships in- 
side the Dardanclls has fled at the 
approach of the allied squadron, 
according to Athens dispatches. 


While a heavy fog hung over 


the strait, the Turkish war craft 
ifted anchor and steamed out of 
Sagara Road into the Sea of Mar- 
mora. 
With the lifting of the 


mist the allied aviators reported 


t a single Turkish vessel in the 


strait, and recormoitering flights 
i'ar up the Sea of Marmora fail- 
ed to reveal their whereabouts. 


AilmhaZty oCoialsi atTmTtted" they 


were puzzled at the mysterious dis- 
appearance of the Turkish Heat. When 
the "bombardment of the Dardanelles 
began, nearly the entire naval forces 
ot the sultan wera concentrated in 
tbe narrows of Nagara Road to block 
the progress of the allied fleet toward 
Constantinople. The successful ad- 
\ancp of the Anglo-Frenca warships 
brousftt them to within six miles of 
the spot where the enemy's fleet was 
concentrated. 
,The Turks are believed to have 
withdrawn to the very approaches of 
Constantinople, prepared to pass tie 
Bosphorus and enter the Black sea 
if the Ottoman capital falls. 
Turkish 


aviators flew over the allied fleet and 
the report they made o£ the strength 
of the bombarding forces is believed 
tc have caused a precipitate'retreat. 


Three more of the inner Darda- 


nelles forts have been reduced. French 
pud English warships continue to 
shell the forts still guarding the en- 
trance to the narrowest part of the 
strait, according to Athens dispatches. 
A French squadron is renewing the 
attack on the Bulair forts on the Gulf 
of Saros side of the Gallipoli petfn- 
tula with the object of landing ma- 
lines to seize the railway. 


Mine sweepers have cleared the 


channel tor a distance of twelve miles 
abcne the entrance, penetrating near- 
ly to Cape Kephez. thirteen miles in- 
bide the Dardanelles.

CLAMOR TO LEAVE CITY. 


Foreign Residents of Mexican Capital 


Fear For Their Lives. 


Washington, March 5—The food 


situation in Mexico Citj, already caus- 
ing serious concern to officials here, 
has been further complicated by a 
new decree by General Obregon, the 
Carranza commander, ordering all 
merchants in the capital to open their 
shops and accept Constitutionalist 
currency. 


The Spanish ambassador discussed 


the situation with state department 
officials and Secretary Bryan took Che 
latest official dispatches to the cabi- 
net meeting. 


One of the reports sent by a repre- 


sentative of the United States govern- 
ment charges that General Obregon is 
inciting the people to loot and to take 
the law into their own hands to ob- 
tain food in order to force a large part 
of the male population into the Car- 
ran za army. 


It is estimated that there are about 


2,000 Spanish subjects in Mexico City 
and about 500 British subjects. All of 
them, it is understood, are clamoring 
to get out of the city.
